—Having read with pleasure 
:j the letters of your corre¬ 
spondents from all parts of 
the country, and thinking 
that perhaps a few lines from 
Montana may Interest the 
gentlemen sportsmen of the 
East, I will have to say 
something of our country, 
and the game surrounding 
us. 

Wo have ducks and geese 
by the millionsharptalls, 
drumming, blue grouse, and 
fool bens. I don't know 
the proper name for the lust 
mentioned bird. Our Spring 
opened early, and for a lew 
days we had warm weather. 
The grouse and ducks made 
’ their nests; but a frightful 

; snowstorm destroyed most 

of them, BO we have only a 
few of the flrstnestlng. The 
second was so late that the 
birds have not ventured 
Into the bottom lands, as, 
being light feathered, the 
mosquitoes (and they are 
healthy ones In Montana) 
keep them on the high lauds, 
at the bead of “coulee's;" 
but before long they will be 
lo the bottom-lands, and we 
will have good sport. The 
season will be short, for they 
will not lie to the dogs after 
the .SOth of September. It 
la then that the “ten-bore 
choked” comes Into play; 
but, as they are of strong 
scent, our doge have learned 
to stand them at thirty 
yards. 

We are amidst the Rocky 
Moiiutalus, stationed on the 
Sunrlver, a beautiful stream, 
twenty miles from Its junc¬ 
tion with the Missouri. It 
abounds In trout and gray¬ 
lings, and, for anglers, is a 
perfect jiaradlse. As I am 
fonder of my dogs and gun

CHAPTER XXIV. 

The Pag. 

There Is cooetderable ancerUlot; In regard to the origin of 
this peculUr breed of dog, but there is a decided preponderance 
of opinion in favor of hie being an oifeboot, in some form or 
other, from the bull-dog. There are several formations Identical 
lo the two breeds, wlilch very much Influence ue in favor of this 
opinion, even if there were not in the present day the gravest 
suspicion for ImaglDlng that modern breeders in 
some instances have availed themselves of a bull ' 
croea In hopes of Improvlog their strain In cerialn 
qualities. Rightly or wrongly, the Dutch have had 
the credit from time Immemorlul of first Introduc¬ 
ing the breed into public favor. For our own 
part wc can see no poslllve grounds for the abso¬ 
lute accuracy of this popular belief,.which, though 
referred to by more than one of the writers on the 
dog in the earlier part of the century, was evidently 
not even then unanimously accepted a> an Incon¬ 
trovertible fact. The author of the “ Sportsman’s 
Repository," to which reference has been already 
made, remarked some sixty years sgo that— 

“The pug dog Is generally styled the Dutch pug, 
and It is taken for granted that the breed is ludlg- 
enous to nollaod, since, according to universal but 
dateless tradition. It was originally imported hither 
from that country. Fugs Indeed are numerous 
throughout the low countries, and, we believe, most 
of the nortbero part of the continent. There is yet 
an obscure but confident tradition, that pugism had 
Its origin In Muscovy; which, being granted, we 
may not have been wide of the mark in tracing in 
it the form of the Arctic dog. Another, and which 
we deem an inconsequent conjecture on this most 
important sflair of origination, Is the pug being, 
according to certain sage conjecturlsts, a sample of 
first class mongrel, the production of a commixture 
between the English bull-dog and the little Dane, 
a conjecture we feel inclined to define by the figure 
hyitteron-proterojh or setting the cart before the 
horse. We bold the pug to be of the elder bouse; 
and if at this perilous antl-parodlal crisis we may 
venture nt a secular parody, the motto of the illus¬ 
trious race ol pugs ought to be, not we from bulls, 
but bulls from us." 

As our readers may conjecture, we do not by 
any means agree with the latter observation of the 
writer, as we have, In a former portion of this work, 
already expressed very decided opinions on the 
antiquity of the bull-dog. Again, from another 
point of view, we cannotsee bow tbesmall-elxed pug can be taken 
to be the ancestor of the large-framed, btg-boned, and determined 
dispositloned ball-dog, which is an animal far more likely to or¬ 
iginate a race than the somewhat stupid and uninteresting pug. 
The origin of this latter word Is difficult of discovery, hut In 
many quarters it Is believed to be derived from the word pugnut, 
a fist, whether because of the dog’s shape or former size, we are 
unable to conjecture. 

For Bome time on the Continent, In France especially, pugs 
went by the name of Carlins, owing to the black mask on their 
faces, which Is a characteristic of the breed. The analogy be¬ 
tween Carlins and masks lay In the fact that formerly there was 
a famons and very popular harlequin in France whose name was 
Carlin, and hence the appellstion as applied to pugs. 

The puge of the present are popularly supposed to belong to 
either the Wlllonghby or the Morrison strain, which at one time 
were almost identical In shape, bat of different colors. So many 
breeders have, however, either from motives of economy or curi¬ 
osity, been in the habit of crossing the above two varieties with 
each other, that a pure-bred specimen of either strain ie not an 
easy thing to come across. Hundreds are advertised, and sold, 
as genuine Willoughby or Morrison page, which have no claim 
whatever to so grand a distinction. The chief difference between 
the two breeds Is that the Morrison pug Is a richer color, and not 
so heavily marked with black as the Willoughby strsin. The 
latter blood frequently shows too much tracing, and Is apt to be 
smutty In color, which In a pug should be ss pure a fawn as can 
be procured, but relieved by black in the proper places. This 
was certainly the opinion of authorities early in the century, for 
we find the following description of a png In a work pabllshed 
many years ago:— 

“ A ptUow color of various shades, small and moderate size, 
round and fixed shape, fall breast, short neck and legs, srehsd 
tall, ronnd prominent eyeballs, blnff bead, black muzzle, lightly 
pendulous esrs, prominent. Inferior jsw, or uoderhang; and a 
grave, often savage, countenance.’’ 

The above may even now pass as a very good description of a 
pug, and helps to assist the belief in the bull cross, which we 
have before remarked probably exists In the pug, but which It Is 
undesirable to perpetuate. Upon one point wc personally disa¬ 
gree with an expresslou used by the .author of this description, 
and that is the term “short” is applied to the legs. This breed 
of dog most certainly should not be leggy, but a very ebort legged 
or “ferret-fronted” png is an abomination, and should be avoided. 


A serious fault in so many pugs now before the public is snlpl- 
ness of face, and another,coarsenen In ear. As a rule the ortho¬ 
dox markings are present In full force, and the carriage of tall 
Is also, In most specimens exhibited, good. How to eradicate 
the evil of snipy faces is a serlons dIflSculty, without resorting 
again to a dash of bull. But we hold that a cross with the long- 
coated Japanese png would be beneficial as regards shape, though 
as the majority of these animals do not represent our pug in 
color, there would be some labor In getting their offspring to 
breed correctly-marked pngs, and there would always be a chance 
of their throwing back. Nevertheless, far more difficult crosses 
have been successfully carried out, and we strongly recommend 
a cross with a black Japanese pug to eaterprlelng breeders of 
this variety of dog. 

With reference to the png as It at present exists amongst ns. 
It Is pleasing to discover that, in spite of Its rarity some fifty 
years ago, the pug classes are now In the majority of lnBtance.B 
uauslly well represented In point of numbers stall Important 
shows. Yet there Is a want of uniformity of type which proves 
that there is yet much to he done in the way of Improvement of 
this breed. A very andeslrsble advance Is being made in the 
size of several of the best-ehaped dogs, and this Is greatly to be 
regretted, as a ladles’ pet dog of about thirty pounds weight Ie 
an anomaly which almost refutes itself. It Is in many of the 
inferior large-sized specimens that the bail cross Is so plainly 
evident, and this has been most probably resorted to in the hopes 
that Increased else of eknll and a blunter muzzle would be pro¬ 
cured. As a matter of fact, though these advantages may be 
gained, the resnlts of the cross are frequently disfigured by being 
out St shoulders and by badly-carried tails, which are the two 
principal defects which a bull cross Is likely to bring about. Nor 
are each experiments likely to benefit the bull-dog, for pug blood 
Is In Its turn plslnly visible in some of the breed, especially the 
fawn and fallow-smat ones, which one comes across. Another 
trace the buU-dog often leaves behind It In the pug is In the car¬ 
riage of the eare, which often fail back, as Is the case in the 
“rose” buU-dog ear, and do not drop down the sides of the bead 
as sbonld be In the case of a pug. The carriage of the eare ie, 
however, a modern introduction into the ecale of points of the 
breed, as up to a few years back pngs used to be shown with their 
ears doeely cropped, as In the case of the Dalmatian. 

The method of cropping which was formerly adopted can be 
gathered from the eubjoined woodcut of a famous png which ex¬ 
isted many years ago. The dog may not perhaps come up to 



chial tubes is certain to Increase the severity of such sounds. 
Especial care must, therefore, ha taken to keep pugs out of a 
draught when in the house, and wann q|olhlng Is invariably 
adopted by careful owners when their pels go out of doors iu 
cold or damp weather. The points of a pug are as follows;— 

HkA .—Large and massive, not tooronudor apple-beaded, with 
a short, blunt muzzle. 

ffpM.—Large, brown, and prominent. 

San. —Small, fine in texture, and failing close to the head— 
“button ev*” short. 

Seek. —Short and full, with no dewlap. 

Ltgt. —Of a fair lengtii, straight, and set on well under the 
body; with round feet, well spIlt-up toee. 

B(^y .—Short and cobby, wide In chest, and well ribbed up. 

Tail .—Well turned up over the back, and tightly curled, with 
an inclination to lie on one or the other side of the spine. 

Color ami. Marking!. —This Is a most Important feature In a 
pug. The principal color should be a bright fawn; or its various 
shades, from the “apricot” fawn down to a pale yellow tinge. 
The black markings, however, must be clearly defined, and the 
snccesB of many a pug depends upon the position and brilliancy 
of his black. The muzzle or mask must be jet-bisck, and the 
ears, wrlukles, and moles on cheeks should be as dark as possi¬ 
ble; there should also be a ’’thumb-mark,” or dark spot, on the 
forehead, and a black trace down the back to the root of the tall. 
The toe-nails, too, should be quite black. 

Coal.—Fine and short. 

Oeneral Appearanex .— A compact and' aristocratic little dog, 
with a large square bead, and weighing about 14-16 pounds.

that degree of perfection which has been reached by such mod- | 
era specimens as Mr. Lewis’ Tooley, Mre. Monck’s Sambo and 
Darkle, Mrs. Kingsbury’s Tip, or Mr. Nuon's Baron, but there 
are many good points in the formation of his skull which we ' 
should be glad to see ofteoer in the present day. The extreme I 
width of hie muzzle in proportlou to the size of the skull Ie a 
point which muet recommend Itself to all breeders; and the eyes, 
though possibly not so soft as those of modern prize-wlaners, 
cannot fail to be admired on account of their size and ehape. 

Aa a rule the png Is, though decidedly aristocratic In bis be¬ 
havior, not a remarkably Intelligent dog, and bis place eeems far 
more to be In his mistress’ boudoir than following her about the 
streets, or out of doore. He Is usually phlegmatic In hie temper¬ 
ament, and appears Incapable of taking care of himself If sur¬ 
prised or frightened. Some specimens, and especially those who 
poeseee the bull croSB,Bre nevertheless snappieh; and the majority 
of them are reluctant to make friends with strangers. Their 
owners they do know, but the devotion of a png Is naually not 
nearly so pronounced aa is that of most dogs. This breed, too, 
seems abnormally Inclined to lay on flesh, and the spectacle of 
a png In a painful state of obesity la no uncommon sight. Many 
specimens of the breed, moreover, give utterance to the moat un¬ 
pleasant Bounda In the throat, which is due to the ehortnees of 
the muzzle and a consequent difficulty In respiration. On this 
account they are object^ to by many ladlea, who naturally dis¬ 
like being disturbed by the snorting, wheezing, and grunting of 
a dog on their lap. Many persons Innocent on the subject of 
doggy matters consider It ia a dssirable feature in a pug If its 
tongue hangs out of Its month, and cannot be drawn in. This 
formation is certainly an abnormal one, resulting from paraly¬ 
sis of tbs tongue (to which many of the smaller breeds are very 
liable) sod so far from being an acquisition, should be many 
points against the affected animal. 

In the face of the tendency toward stontness which is alluded 
to above, It Is very desirable to diet and exercise a png properly. 
Fattening food, or that which is calculated to beat the blood, 
should be carefully escbewetl; and a dally walk, when the weather 
Is favorable. Is almost Indispensable If the animal Is to be kept 
In health and condition. Vegetables should be chopped up and 
mixed with bread and gravy for bis principal meal, and plain, 
not sweet, biscuits are excellent for a pug,betweea times. 

With reference to the unpleasant grunting to which notice was 
drawn above, It may be remarked that the breed la not as a rule

True Story of a Remarkable Dog.

My grandfather once owned a dog that was a 
cross between a mastiff and Newfoundland. He 
was large In size as the largest of the latter men¬ 
tioned breed, and in color that of an African lion, 
and strange to say, had a mane like one; his eyes 
also bad the Intelligent look of that animal. Mars 
was bis cognomen; and rightfully named he was, 
for the mythological hero and god of battle was 
endowed with no more courage than that faithful 
animal. He was noted far and wide for bis almost 
human Intelligence. One peculiar trait of his was 
that he was never known to bark as dogs are wont 
to do, bat when angry rattled his teeth by shaking 
his head violently, so that they could be heard at 
quite a distance. This be never did except as a 
warning, and woe unto the intruder that passed un: 
heeding. His disposition was mild and even playful 
with those of the household, but friend or foe never 
approached the bouse unchallenged at night. Mars 
had a deep, sonorous voice when be chose to let It 
not, which was very seldom; then It was more akin 
to a lion’s roar than to anything else earthly. He 
was never trained or educated as dogs are some¬ 
times, but his natural sagacity equaled human thonght. He 
seemed to know Instinctively what was bis duty, and when 
and where bis vigilance, that never slept, was needed. 

Our grandfather, who was a clergyman, was recommended to 
reside In the country on account of feeble health, hence the 
family retired for several years to a beautiful farm he owned in 
Indiana. It was there that .Mare’ finest faculties were devel¬ 
oped. Hie usual place at night was the large bam that etood 
about four hundred yards from the dwelling. The master of the 
house had frequent occasion to be absent over one and often sev¬ 
eral days and nights consecutively. Without one word or sign 
from any one during the nights on the above mentioned occa¬ 
sions, Mare would Invariably lie across the threshold of grand- 
mother’e door, which opened out into a wide passage, nninclosed 
on the west side; but as soon as the master return^. Mars re¬ 
sumed hie usual place in the barn. 

Our grandfather was co-partner In a drygoods establishment In 
the village sltnated abont one mile from hie home. Our uncle 
who resided with him was chief clerk, and to him Mars was much 
attached, and would frequently attend uncle there, then return 
home; as evening approached be would go back to the store aa If 
to guard him safely on his return. In Winter, or in stormy 
weather uncle would often ride horseback to and from the place 
of bnalness. One stormy evening, with .Mars as usual In waiting, 
be hastily closed the store, locked the door and leaped on bis 
horse to ride home. Mare, keenly vigilant, when he saw the 
horse wheeled for bome, jumped up and gently held uncle by his 
pants; thinking that Mere was only glad at seeing him start he 
shook him off and proceeded briskly on. Again the dog leaped up 
and rattled his teeth omliion^ly. Uncle stopped, Mars gently 
wagged his tail and trotted a few steps back. Uncle pondered as 
to what be meant; be knew the dog well enough to know that 
something was wrong, but what? With bis eyes fixed on Hare 
lie slowly started again homeward; in anfinatant Mars arrested him 
as before. He then turned bis horse’s bead and retraced his way 
toward the store, while Mare, full of apparent joy, ran on before, 
but still turning every moment to see If he was followed. On 
they went; when on coming again In front of the store, nncle 
perceived St once the cause of the dog’s strange actions; for 
although be bed locked the door he bad forgotten to take the key 
out. He Instantly dlsmonnled and secured the key, which, see¬ 
ing, Msre ran homeward without further pause, but with a look of 
assumed content In bis splendid eyes, which uncle never forgot. 

Msre suddenly disappeared for several days, to the great sur 






















prise end grief of the household. No one could conjecture whet 
hed befellen him, but one day e iiiechenic residing In the vlllege 
end to whom niy crsnd ether hsd hed e toed of lumber henled e 
few days previous, for the purpose of having made several pieces 
of furniture, came and requested that the dog be brought home, 
as he bad vainly essayed to u«e the lumber, but M trs bad as per¬ 
sistently prevented; the fact was, that be bad seen the lumber 
hauled ulf by the farm wagon and thrown out at the mechanic's, 
so be constituted himself a guard over It until be understood 
what was to be done; poor felluw,be was almost Btaived,although 
the humane mechanic had, he said, often given him food which 
the dog sturdily refused, and not being able to subsist upon Tau- 
uer lunches he was so weak from the want of food that he had to 
be taken home In a wagon. 

Another peculiar trait of Mars’ was that be would allow any one 
to come or go, uumoleste-l during the day, but never allowed any 
one, save thimmediate members of the family to leave the 
premises after dark, unices accompanied by some of the house¬ 
hold. Grandfather was often annoyed by this singular trait, for 
unless he tied Mars up, he was obliged, whatever the weather, to 
escort visitors when leaving, to a safe distance, ere Mars would 
allow their departure. I here give a very striking Illustration of 
this trait. 

One morning In early Spring grandfather In making his usual 
observations about the farm, heard some one shout his name 
loudly. He advanced toward the sound, which proceeded as he 
soon found,from the coru-crlb.whlch was, as Is usual to keep ver¬ 
min out, elevated on corner posts. To hla surprise and amuse¬ 
ment he found a man In the crib with a large bag or sack which 
he had fllled with corn, but was empty then, as the sequel will 
show. Mars was outside doing duty as guard. The man begged 
piteously to be released, promising never to be found guilty of a 
like misdemeanor. He confessed to having come at about ten 
o’clock the previous evening; that Mars did not molest him on 
going In, but put an absolute veto on his departure. Said ho, "1 
even took all the corn out and tried to get way with the empty 
bag, but your dog wouldn’t let me off any way.” Grandfather 
told him to refill his sack, and If In the future he needed corn 
and couldn’t pay for It, to come to him, ask for It, and he would 
give It cheerfully. 

He was once ordered South for bis health and after an absence 
of live months returned, late at night, home. As the place was 
near an Inland village, and In those early times In the tVest the 
mode of transportation was very uncertain, as well as that for 
msll matter, the family could not be apprised as to what day 
even that he might be expected. One night our graodmotber,who 
had not retired, heard a peculiar noise outside, and on opening 
the door, beheld her husband standing on the ball step, with 
Mars, a paw on each shoulder, looking In his face. He stated 
that Mars had met him at the meadow fence stile, fully a half- 
mile away, and without his challenge, which showed how sure be 
was that It was his master, the dog, with a glad sort of a roar, 
threw Ills huge fore-legs around hie master’s neck, rubbed hla 
great face against that of his owner’s, and ended by looking with 
real laughing eyes into those of grandfather’s, panting out his 
great joy at his return. If anything belonging to the family 
happened to be left out, such as clothing, books, etc.. Mars was 
sure to be found on guard over them the following morning. 

I omit'ed to say that during grandfather’s five months’ ab¬ 
sence Mars always at night slept across the threshold of the door 
where our grandmother and little ones reposed, but the rest of 
the night on which he returned. Mars slept In his own bed in the 
ban/ His duty as sentinel and protector, be seemed to know, 
was no longer needed at the house. Mars died at the ripe old age 
of fifteen years, sincerely beloved by all. He was burled amid 
tears and regrets. A little headstone of slate bears this inscrip¬ 
tion;

The Toronto Bench Show* 

By far the best bench show ever held In Canada look place last 
week In the Queen City, on the grounds of the Industrial Exhibi¬ 
tion Association. The entries (considering that Ibis was the maiden 
venture) were fairly large, the animals shown above the average, 
and the arrangements for the comfort of both man and beast, 
admirable. 

The formation of a Canadian Kennel Club to work In harmony 
with the National American Kennel Club, was successfully started 
at the Bametlme,aad everything seems to point brightly to future 
snccesB In the same direction. 

The prize list was hardly large enough to Induce many ontside 
breeders to compete, but those who did attend had no reason to 
complain of the treatment they received. 

The sporting classes were judged by Mr. John Davidson, of 
Monroe, Mich., and the domestic animals paraded before Dr. 
Niven, of London, and James Watson, of Toronto. 

The magnificent Paris, who was on exhibition, attracted crowds 
of visitors, as did also the Irish terriers Kathleen, Norsk, and 
Barney, the latter being fresh Importations of Dr. Niven, and 
looking like good ones. 

Setters were not a good class as a whole, although some good 
dogs were among the number, and the judge had no dlfflcnlty 
In awarding the prizes. Mr. Francis with Dime and Flame, and 
Dr. Niven with Blossom, easily leading the list. 

In the pointer class Mr. Woodruff’s Dick stood without a rival, 
and Is really a fine dog, although somewhat old, now. 

The exhibit of cocker spaniels was the finest, perhaps, ever seen 
In America, plainly showing how fashionable this dainty breed Is 
here. Many did not agree with the judge who awarded Crow 
first honors, and fancied Mr. Robertson’s Rover and Rollo; but 
both these doge are wanting in bone and muscle; and Crow, but 
for a tendency to too much curl. Is a splendid dog. 

In the bitch class Busy was placed first, beating Madcap, who 
was awarded a place over the well-known Cora of New York. 

The Irish water and field spaniels were not a good class, nor 
were the Sussex; the clumber spaoieis had only one representa¬ 
tive, but that was a good one. 

Foxhounds and greyhounds were large and good classes, Mr. 
Wooden, of Rochester, and Dan. O'Shea, of London, being the 
principal exhibitors. 

Mastiffs were a poor lot, the winner having a poor head, and 
being deficient In chest and loin. 

St. Bernards also were only fair; Mr. Dempster’s Barney being 
by far the best. 

Major Milligan took prizes In the Newfoundland class, but bis 
dogs seem to have a good deal of the Hospice blood In them, 
which, of course, would account for their size. 

Collies were well shown, Mr. Brown’s Laddie being a splendid 
dog, and Mr. Cbarlesworth’s Sandy only a trifie beblud him In 
go^ looks. Mrs. W. D. Otter’s Laddie received a well-deserved 
commend. 

Bull dogs not fairly up to the mark, and no prize was awarded, 
as the Jud^ thought they possessed no merit. 


Bull terriers brought, as usual, a largo mass of crop-eared, 
face-scr Itched animals of all shapes, colors, and sizes, but Halll- 
gan's Billy was certainly the best of the batch. 

Fox terriers, like the cockers, were a splendid lot, and the 
Judges had really hard work In making their d>.ol-lon ; but Spot 
was certainly the best dog there, although, perhaps, a trifie coarse; 
and Mr. Gibson’s Tip could not be beaten anywhere In any bitch 
class. 

Two capital Bedllogtone of Mr. Dempster's, and Lady and 
Flora In the rough-coated terriers were well judged, and deserved 
the prizes. 

Black and tans were a fair class, but weedy lo many cases, 
although, of co'irse, the owners could not see that. 

Pugs were well represented by a fair lot of dogs, but some of 
them were far from the correct thing, their white nails and 
masks going many points against them. Mrs. A. I) Btewart was 
first with Bob, who was by far the best there. Hla tall Is hardly 
curled enough, and bis loin Is a little weak, perhaps, but his head 
and shoulders are perfectly magalficent, and his markings correct 
In every point. 

In the toy class, Mr. VVllke’s Tuck was far ahead of hit fellows, 
and scored an easy victory. 

The miscellaneous class, when paraded, was found to have so 
many dogs of equal merit, that five special prizes were awarded.

It Is evident to any one reading Mr. Knell’s letter that he Is hon¬ 
est He says he Is “ Only one year in the dog baslDese;” “ don’t 
know anything about a pedigree” when be began; "don’t know 
much about them now.” Mr. Knell furulshes my name and 
address. Now, why did not Mr Knell or Mr. Coeter write to 
me—as by their joint knowledge they both knew that D. Olues- 
Ing got. Dora from me. Knell got her from Olneslng, and Coeter 
got her from Knell. Mr. K. says In his communication that " Dr. 
Swander will have to prove where Dora and the pedigree comes 
from.” Ido not know by what authority Mr. K. arrogates him¬ 
self to the position of dictator to me; be certainly would not 
dare do so In my presence. 

Again, In the Cbicaoo Field of Sept 18, I come again 
under the false pen of Mr. Coeter. Now, Mr. Editor, since he 
has need your columns to sling bis filth at me, and bos endeav¬ 
ored to have the general public mark me down as a manufacturer 
: of " fraudulent p^lgrees ”—I claim It but justice, not only to 
myself, but tbs Chicago Field and gentlemaoly sportsmen 
generally—that I be granted a small space lo answer the wholesale 
charges of Mr. Coster, and while I mneh queatloD hla honesty or 
Integrity In the objects he claims to seek, 1 ask that the articles 
of the Cbicaoo Field be re-rekd, teriatim, then followed b; the 
reading of this letter.

Donald's own Ups, at a time I was with a party bunting In Knox 
I Co., Indiana. 

I In Angnst, 1877, I bnnted chickens In Iowa with Mr. Olneslng 
of Moline (which, by the way, bns been the residence of my 


parents for over thirty-five years.) I then made Hr. Gluesing a 
present of Dora, uuder the stipulation that I should hare a dog 

pup from her get with his pointer-. Since then she has 

whelped by Msj. Buford’s (Rock (eland) Staunch, and I have now 
the eight-month dog pup Butler out of her. Since Mr. O. has 
perforiiied his full promise to me, he was at liberty to do ss he 
saw fit with Dora. 

There was no Incenlive upon Mr. McDonald’s part to deceive 
me; certainly none that I should deceive Mr. Gluesing, as no 
money changed bauds In cither li.stauce; and to still further show 
my faith and admiration of Dora's blood, I have rece^ly shipped 
Mr. G. a bitch pup, with both Bow’s and Faust’s blood In Its 
veins, and this Aiith an express understanding that she be bred to 
one of Dora’s get. 

Regretting the necessity of occupying so much space In re¬ 
futing the base slanders attempted to Impose on me, I part with 
Mr. Coster with the remark that If he had ob.-erved the rules of 
common decenw and addressed me a letter of Inquiry, this mat¬ 
ter could bave’Meu explained to him. Ample certificates to the 
truth of the statements made herein, w- uld have been produced 
from prominent gentlemen well knowing the facts.

In his article lo your Issue of Sept. II, 
sod can yet Improve on cbeapneas. 

Powdered white hellebore I have found equally as gootl, and 
costs but five cents per ounce, sod less In quantity. 

As to the use of fish berries, or Coeeubu indiciu, I cannot 
agree with him, especially when to be used on puppies, as ono 
fiftieth ’1-SU) of a grain internally, would produce death; It 
should be us^ with great caution. 

However,Ican give Nauit and the readers of the Chicago Field, 
s remedy eqaally as good, perfectly harmless, and coating but 
oue-tentb that of the fish berry preparalloo. Take two()uoct'S of 
quassia chips, put in a wide-mouthed bottle or fruit jar, and 
pour one pint of soft water In the bottle; let It stand twenty-four 
hours, and apply with a sponge lightly, or ns a sponge bath; It Is 
harmless, and s tonic, ratiier than an Injury. Several daya since 
I rid a litter of six-days’ old pupph a of the worst case of fleas 1 
ever saw, In two applications. I completely saturated them witli 
the decoction, rubbing them dry afterward with a cloth. 

It la equally good for lice and other Inarcts. The quassia 
chips can, or ought to he, purchased at any drugstore at. two 
ounces for five cents, or leas In quauHty. Hoosikii.

Since then a friend has tried 
this remedy on all beagle pupa about two montba old, with won - 
derful success. The shrimps were given whole, os Mr. Dalzlel 
rightly presumed, and on going Into the kennel a tew hours after¬ 
ward, the fioor was found to bo strewn with round worms four 
or five Inches long. No doubt Mr Dalzlel Is right la suggesting

Tlio CiiHiiro. of Wild Rice. 

„ Janesville, Wis. 

Editor Ciiicaoo Field:— \ours of the 13th In regard to wild 
rice culture Is at hand. I think Mr. Charles Hallock, formerly 
editor of Foreet and filream, was the first one to suggest the 
planting of wild rU» In ponds and water courses where It was un¬ 
known, an an attrsctlim for water fowls. At that time my old 
friend Squire Horace Smith was field and kennel editor of Fureel 
and Ntrfam, and to the many Inquiries of correspondents as to 
whore wild rice c-oiild bo obtained, he, not being able to give the 
Information, referred them to me, knowing all the time that I 
was no better able to give the Information than be wse. Every¬ 
body wbo knows the Squire knows how well he enjoys a Joke 
and he has often laughed at roe about the good one he had 
on me. 

Letters poured In upon me from all quarters. I replied to 
many atstlng that I waa not In the seed business, and referred 
them back to the Squire, but still they came, and I Anally deter¬ 
mined to at least attempt to obtain the seed. I wrote to all 
points In Wlaeonaln and Minnesota where I knew the rice 
abounded, and finally found an Indian trader In Minnesota who 
agreed to furnish me with all the seed I wanted. Thus the 
Squire’s Joke has resulted In my being established as a wild rice 
man. 

wild rice has always been a favorite food with all North¬ 
western Indians, and the gathering of It la as regularly cele¬ 
brated by them as any of tbelr annual feasts. As the rice grows 
only In the water, the harveeting has to be done from a canoe. 
A few weeks before the crop Is ripe the Indians go through It, tie 
the growing stalks Into bunches, and leave It until the seeM 
readily falls when the sUlk Is struck a sharp blow. They then 
paddle about In their canoes, bend the tied bunches over the 
edge and pound the seed out with blows given with a stout stick. 
The rice Is then dried In the sun, and If for food Is parched over 
a fire to remove the husk, and la then sacked for Winter use. If 
for planting, It Is only necessary to dry It In the sun. The kernel 
Is from one-haK to three-quarters of an inch In length, of very 
much the shape of our common rye. I think wild rye would be 
a more appropriate name for It. 

Wild rice la a favorite food of all kinds of water fowls, and they 
fatten very quickly upon It. Once planted and habituated It 
spreads rapidly, both from root and eeed. In this respect It Is 
different from any other grain with which I am familiar. On 
Lake Koehkonong, near Janesville, we have Immense rice Helds, 
but I have never seen any of the seed mature there, for the reason 
that the blackbirds descend upon It In countless millions, 
and pick It long before It la ripo. Nevertheless, the rice spreads, 
and to-day It ta found where there was none a few years ago 
It grows beat upon a mud bottom in etlll water, and will do 
well In water from one to three feet In depth. 

The beet plan to follow in sowing la to flrat aoak It until It 
aloKB, then aow, from a boat, broadcast upon the water, over the 
spot where yon wish It to grow. It will And Its way to the bot¬ 
tom, and Boon germinate. Never aow It where the water freezes 
to the bottom, nor where the bottom Is dry In Summer. The ob¬ 
ject In aoak^g Is to prevent lU floating away and being devoured 
by birds. Within a few years I have shipped seed to nearly 
every aUte In the Union, and while It hae In moat cases done 
well. In a few It bae failed. Why this Is so I am unable to say, 
but I have found that It sometimes takes a long time to germi¬ 
nate. The Fall of 1879 I planted a handful In an aquarium, the 
bottom of which waa covered with sand. Some of the seed 
sprouted within two weeks, while others did not show an? eigne 
of germination until the following Spring. 

Wherever It bae grown It hae proved a great attraction to 
ducks. One gentleman reported last year that he had killed sev¬ 
eral mallards, upon a little lake In which he had planted wild 
rice, which be knew had been attracted there by It, for tbe reaeon 
that he never had seen mallards there before. The growing 
BUks ^so afford splendid cover for the small fry of all kinds of

A Forly Cnlllier Explo.sive Bullet. 

_ „ „ CUICAOO, III. 

Editor Chicago Field:— Ever since the Introduction of ex¬ 
plosive balls for sporting rifles, It has been claimed by rifle mak¬ 
ers that an effective ball of this kind could not be made for a 
emaller bore thao forty-four caliber; that. If made aa small as 
forty, the walls of the bullet, after making the orlAce large 
enough to receive the twenty-two blank shell, would be so thin 
as to destroy the penetrative force, and consequently the effec¬ 
tiveness, of the bullet. 

This Is true as far as It goes; but It occurred to me some time 
ago that a blank shell emaller than twenty-two caliber might be 
made to Insert in tbe forty caliber bullet, and yet be large enough 
and contain a sufficient quantity of fulminate to properly expand 
the bullet when exploded, Just as tbe twenty-two shell does tbe 
forty-four, forty-flve or flfty bullet. 

I stated tbis opinion In a letter to the Union Metallic Cartridge 
Company, and suggested thst they make up a stock of this small 
blank shell for forty caliber bullets. The superlnteudent replied 
that they would do so, and would send me samples of the bullet 
thus produced, for trial. Two weeks later 1 received from the 
rompany a box of the bullets, and at once proceeded to lest them. 
The results obtained were fully up to my expectations, and, It is 
unnecessary to add, fully satisfactory. 

With seventy grains of powder, this ball gave a penetration 
equal to eight Incbea of dry pine boards, the same as obtained 
wl^ tbe simple expansive or express (hollow pointed) bullet. 

The shell seemed to explode on striking tbe first board, but the 
velocity of the bullet is so great that It Is carried through the first 
two boards before the effect of the exploelon becomes visible. 
By the time It enters the third board It Is expanded to nearly an 
Inch In diameter, and tears a hole throngh the remaining five or 
six boards of about that size. The rotary motion of the bullet 
of course, conttuuea after the expIosioD,- so thst a very large and 
Irregular hole Is made after the bullet opens out. Smoke wss 
seen to Iseue In considerable quantities from the spaces between 
each two of the boards, from number three up to No. 8. I also 
toted them os to accuracy, and found them equally as accurate 
as either the solid or hollow-fronted express. They are mode 
naked or patched, aa parties ordering may desire. Tbe patched 
bullet weighs 230 grains, and the naked 200. The orifice and 
shell are about eighteen caliber, or elgbteen-bandredtba of an 
Inch, and this leaves the walls of the bullet of about the same 
thickness as in the forty-four or forty-five bullet. 

I have not yet bad an opportunity to try this forty explosive 
on game, but Judging from Ite effect on wood, I have no doubt as 
to Its game qualities.” The bullet would not explode, of course, 
UDtil it Struck a booCf and from tbcnco it would probably tear 
even a larger hole'than In the wood. 

There are agreat many sportsmen who do not care to use a larger 
caliber than forty, even for laigc game, and many of these will be 
glad to learn that hereafter they can get explosive ballets of this 
size when they went them. Coquina.

which he billed »t eeventy-ave cent* per c*n. and Bfty ehells 
lowled with four dr«mB,one end one-quarter ounces. No.» Tatham 
ehUled shot, at $2.36. This lot proyed equally sattefaetory. 

Mf next experleoce was with the brand changed ao one “coulu 
uee with perfect aafety all be chose; no doubt about Ihla* as I 
bare used up to five drams In ao eight-pound gun without wt- 
Isfactory penetration at forty yards. I discontinued using Ultt- 
mar until within a month, when I thought I would try It again. 
Fliat, I procured twelve shells loaded with four drams, one and 
one-eighth No. 9 shot, result, penetration wholly unsatlsfsclory, 
but few pellets sticking In a pine board at forty yards. Then 
I tried tblrty-flve paper shells, loaded with four and one-half 
drams, two pink edge wads over powder, one and oue-elghth 
ounces No. 9 shot, one pink edge wad, well crimped; result, as 
above, some of the exploeluos sounding a* thoueh one had merely 
snapped a cap, and some of the spectators even thought they saw 
the shot leave the muaate of the gun. 

Conclusion: I don’t want any of this new brand. I should be 
pleased to have the brand of 1878, which T would use exclusively, 
as would many others ol whom I know. Mab and the Oescoii 
have suggested eiperlmente that should be thorougMy tested.

18, p. 89, an Interesting synopsis of an article by Prof. Mayer on 
the velocity of shot. Yet I csonot see the correctnesi of the 
tables, as given, in all respects, and suspect that error may have 
crept Into It. For example, take result* of No. 10 Colt gun, 
Curtis & Harvey powder, 11 oz. No. 8 shot: 

Velocity at :«> yds. 40 yds. 50_j;d«. 

V.'.’’. m Hd 

The trouble with me Is to see how those velocities can bo 
reconciled with any phlloaophlcal theory of the velocity of pro¬ 
jectiles, or system of gunnery. Can it be possible that a No. 8 
shot, moving at the rate of 995 feet per second, at .80 yards from 
the muxsle of the gun. will be passed by Its exact mate having 
only a velocity of 9’30 feet, at the same distance from the Initial 
oolntl In other words, will four drams of powder give a charge 
of shot greater velocity at 30 yards thsn Is obtained by five 
drums at the same distance, as Indicated by the comparison of 
the tsblesl We think not; hence the suspicion of error. Who 
will explain!

An Epicure Aiiaiyzing the Animai and Inteilectiial 
Froperties of the Oyster. 

Pliny tells us that the first person who made artificial oyster 
beds was Sergius Orsts. He planted them at Balae, In the time of 
L. Oraseus, the orator, just before the Maralc war. He did so, 
not for tbe gratification of gluttony, but for avarice, and he re¬ 
ceived a large Income through the exercise of his Ingenuity. He 
was the first to discover the delicacy of flavor that dlstlugulshed 
the oyster of Lake Lucrlnus from all others, as his classic de- 
ecendaut, Mr. Samuel Ward, was the first to give the premium to 
the Blue Point. The British shores had not, as yet, sent their 
supplies to Rome. At a later period, however, oysters were 
brought to Rome all the way from Brundlalum, at the very ex¬ 
tremity of Italy; sod In order that no rivalry might exist between 
the two flarore, the oysters of Brundlslum were fed In Lake Lu- 
crlnuB, just as our Virginia oysters are fed on the Long Island 
beds, snd slightly spiritualized before reaching New York. 

Plloy, quoting from Muclanus, who appears to have been a 
sort of Frank Buckland In his day, says that the oyster loves 
fresh water and spota where numerous rivers discharge them¬ 
selves Into the sea. The bivalve usually Increases In size with 
the Increase of the moon. At the beginning of the Bummer, 
when the rays of the sun penetrate the shallow water, they are 
swollen with milk. In every country, compact oysters, with¬ 
out slimy secretions, are tbe most esteemed. They should never 
be taken from muddy or sandy spots, but from a firm, hard bot¬ 
tom. The meat should be short In fiber and not fleshy; neither 
should It be overloaded with fringe. It should he wholly In the 
cavity of the shell. Connoisseurs say that a Bne purple thread 
should run around tbe beard, this being regarded a* s sign of su¬ 
perior quality. These threads were called by tbe Romans " Cul- 
llblepbara,” or the oysters with the beautiful eyebrows. 

The ancients, like ourselves, were In the habit of taking a few 
oysters as a prelude to dinner, and the morsela were favorites at 
supper. In hie Fourth Satire, Juvenal Says tfist tbs Venus Ebrlo 
supped on large oysters and strong Fslernlan wine. The Romans 
were also In the habit of sending presents of oysters to their 
friends. After hla recent visit tG Englsud, Mr. 8. Ward, like a 
true classic geotleman, seut a barrel of Blue Points to the Beef¬ 
steak Club. 

In all countries there are records of the excessive fondness of 
great men for oysters. Cervantes was sn oyster lover. The 
author of “ Fhe Harvest of the Ses ” says that Louis XL, care¬ 
ful le*t icholarahlp should becoma deficteut In Franc*, feasted 


the learned doctors of the Ssrbonne once a year on oysters. 
Another Louie Invested his cook with an order of nobility as a 
reward for bis oyster cookery. Voltaire and Rouswau were both 
lovers of the oyster, and Turgot used to eat a hundred oysters to 
whet bis a: petite for breakfast. The encyclopedists were par¬ 
ticularly fond oi oysters. HelvetlUs, Diderot, the Abbe Reynal 
and others were confirmed oyster eaters. Before the revolution 
violent politicians were constant patronlzera of the Parisian oys¬ 
ter saloons. Denton, Robespierre and others were fond of oys¬ 
ters. Tbe groat Napoleon used to partake of the great bivalve 
on the eve of a great battle. Even at this day the consumption 
of oysters In Paris Is enormous. According to recent stwetlcs, 
the number eaten there Is over a million a day. Q^Mbbetta 
laid In a supper of oysters before his recent great speech. 

Among English celebrities Pope and Swift were oyster esters. 
Thomson, who knew all good things, knew how good a thing 
are oysters. The learned Dr. Richard Bentley could never pass 
an oyster shop without investing. Mr. Gladstone, t^en Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer In 185B, always had a tray of Ostende and 
some thin slices of brown bread and butter brought to him at 
midday to refresh him In his labor. He doubtles continues this 
wholesome pracllce to the present day. But his rival, Disraeli, 
has always had, like Seneca among tbe ancients, sn Israelltlsh 
horror of the mud-fattened creature. Though oysters sod mol- 
lusks were not disallowed as food for the ancient Jews by any 
precise definition of the Levlticsl law, they are regarded as abom¬ 
inable. The Scottish philosophers of the last century—Hume, 
Dugald Stewart and others—frequently ate the bivalves. “Oys¬ 
ter ploys,” as they were called, were held In the quaint and dingy 
taverns of tbe old town of Edinburgh. These Edinburgh oyster 
taverns of the old time were on the cellar floor, and In the long 
Winter evenings carriages rolled up sod set down fashionable 
ladles to partake of oysters and porter, plenteously, but rather 
rudely served. Who that has heard of Christopher North and 
the “ Noctea Ambroslsna" needs to be told the effect of oysters 
upon the Intellect of Edinburgh of the modern tlmel What 
native or visitor of “ dear, dirty Dublin,” has not turned In to 
Burton Blndon's for oysters I What child of old Trinity who does 
not remember the nightly cry through her squares of Fine 
Poldoody oysters; none of your Westport trash I” In the days of 
the old Parliament In College Green, there was a noted ojstar 
shop near by. In a court off Dame street, at which Grattau, Flood, 
Clare and Caatlereagh alike found a delightful common ground 
on which to gather etrength and refreshment O’Connell had an 
oyster bod close by Dcrrynane, and always partook of a few bi¬ 
valves before ioditlng a patriotic eplatle to “ Dear Ray.” 

Of Americans, Webster was passionately fond of oysters. 
Charles O’Connor has a similar passion. Our judges were and 
are all patronlzera of this delightful delicacy. Chief Justice 
Daly’s most luminous charges have been almost invariably aided 
by a preliminary enjoyment of a score of Sbrewsburys, and Chief 
Justice Shea and the Judges oT the Marine Court are, of course, 
legitimately attached to this child of the sea. General Scott was 
a frequenter of Fulton Market, Grant has puffed his cigar within 
Its wooden walls, and Hancock often crosses Its threshold. 

It was the opinion of Galen that oysters were a sort of hybrid 
production, between animals and plants. But M. Coste, a great 
oyster authority, a member of the French Institute, sent to ex¬ 
plore the coasts of France, says In reports published by the order 
i of tbe late Emperor of the French, that the oyster, though with¬ 
out bead aud brain, has a mouth, stomach and intestinal duct. 

: If an oyster be carefully opened without Injurlog hla structure 
and examined In a shallow trough of water, the mouth may 
readily be seen. It la situated near the hinge of the ahsll, and la 
, concealed by tbe folds of the mantle and two pairs of labial 
, laminated tentacles. The mouth Is a simple traniverse orifice 
without teeth or any triturating organ, and leads almost directly 
to the stomach, the aides of which are perforated by the large 
I hepatic ducts coming from the liver, In the center of which the 
stomach Is Imbedded. The liver Is of a green color, and consists 
; of a number of small follicles. The biliary secretions sre poured 
’ Into the stomach through the perforallons. The Intestine, after 
certain circumvolutions round tbe other viscera, termloates tn an 
' opening on the side of the shell opposite the mouth. The hard, 
muscular mass of white substance which la severed by an oyster 
knife, la the sdductor moscle, by means of which the animal Is 
f enabled to open and shut the valves. Careful dissection of this 
substance will reveal a doubje membranous organ, seml-trlangu- 
lar In form, and of a light yellow, about the size of two small 
peas. This Is the oyster’s heart. It pulsates slowly, snd somc- 
t^at Irregularly. This double organ consists of an auricle and a 
ventricle. The contractlona of the ventricle send the blood 
through the oyster’s entire system. After oxygenation In the 
bronchial vessels It returns again into the auricle, and thence 
Into the ventricle, to be again propelled through the system. 
This bronchial apparatus includes two pairs of membranous 
plates, beautifully striated, snd fioating within tbe cavity of the 
shell when the oyster Is In Us native waters. If a small portion 
r be placed on glass with a Utile salt water, and be viewed under a 
if 300-power microscope, a beautiful spectacle will be presented. 

I TbouBBods of tiny cilia lash the water Incessantly, causing fresh 
!- currents of water to aerate the blood, which flows through the 
e bronchial vessels. This is the portion of the oyster commonly 
d called the beard or the gills. 

•- It hss long been a matter of dispute whether the oyster Is ol 
o separate sexes. Some naturalists assert thst there are male and 
Ir female bivalves, but M. Coste states thst the hermaphrodite 
e nature of the oyster Is clear. At tbe proper season of the year 
t- ova snd milt may be seen In tbe same oyster. The bivalves 
n spawn, but they do not abandon their eggs. They Incubate them 

I - within the folds of the mantle, between the bronchial lamina, 
d where they remain Immersed In the mucous matter necessary W 

their evolution, and within which embryonic development Is sc- 

a compllsbed. Thus united, the mass formed by these eggs resembles 

is thick cream In color snd consistency. Hence, oysters whose 
)- mantle contains spawns are called “ milky oysters.” But the 
h whitish tint characteristic of recently-laid eggs takes a shade ol 
r, light yellow as the evolution proceeds, then a darker yellow, and 
re ends by degenerating Into a biownlsh gray, or Into a decided 
h- violet gray. The mass at the same time loses Its fluidity In coii- 
er sequence of the gradual absorption of the mucous substance sur- 
it- rounding the eggs. It becomes compact. This shows that the 
ar development Is drawing near Ita completion, and that the expu 
le slon of tbe embryos snd their Independent existence la at hand, 
id Already they are able to live without the protection afforded by 
u- the maternal organs. The young hatched In the mantle leave 

II- the shell. They ere provided with a transitory swimming apps- 
rstns, which enables them to scatter far and near, and to go m 

iw search of some solid body to which they may attach tbemMlves. 
at This apparatus Is formed by a kind of ciliated pad, provided wita 
lo powerful muscles, by the aid of which the aalmal can at wm 
ns protrude It from Its valves, and again reclaim It. When we 
ilr young oyster pins Itself to a solid substance, this pad henceforw 
a useless, fills off, or, what Is more usual, grows smaller and dlsap- 
af- peArt by decrees. ^ ^ 

The number ot young oyeler* thus expelled at etch emiMioo 
ot from tbe mantle of a single mother, cannot be less than from 
he one to two mllUone. When an oyeter bank gives birth to 
re- offspring, tbe baby oysters float away In a thick cloud, and ar 
,cd scattered by the motion ot the water. If they do not meet who 
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lometblDg boIM on which to fix themselvei, their death le cer¬ 
tain. Thoee which do not become a prey to flsb that feed ■ on In- 
luBorla, end by falling Into a medium unsuitable to their ulterior 
development, and are often swallowed by the mud. 

Among the nnmberless happy creatures which crowd our world, 
the oyster does not play an obtrusive part Yet the performance 
of every function with which the Creator has endowed It brings 
with It much pleasure and happiness. In the gentle agltatlou of 
the water In Its varied temperature, In the work of capturing Its 
prey. In the Imbibition and expulsion of the fluid necessary to 
respiration. It flnda both employment and amusement,and Indue 
season (be love said to Inflame those who eat them, visits even 
their phlegmatic bodies. 

Every oue le familiar with the saying that oysters ought only 
to be eaten lu months with an “r.” It Is supposed that they are 
unwholesome at other times. This opinion was held by oyster 
eaters In the middle ages. As a general rule, oysters are not In 
perfection between the months of May and August, though the 
Impatience of the public has claimed the last-named month as an 
oyster month, and the flret of September still begins the season 
abroad. It Is certain that there Is much difference among oysters 
as to the time of spawning and consequent fitness for food. The 
large oysters hawked about In the west of Ireland, we know, and 
In the west of England, we believe, are In excellent condition In 
the month of May. As to the wbolesomenees of raw oysters In 
season there Is hardly any difference of opinion, although we do 
not believe In the marvelous medicinal effects sometimes 
ascribed to them. They are certainly among the best sod earliest 
nourlshers alter Illness. Dr. Tanner ate them Vlth avidity after 
his fast. Dr. Leroy, a celebrated Paris physician, was In the 
habit of swallowing every morning before breakfast, two dosen 
oysters. He showed the shells to his friends, saying: Behold 

the fountain of youthful strength.” 

Oysters before breakfast arc not strictly eii regie, but Delmonlco 
has served them with pleasing results. Most persons swallow or 
bolt the dainty molluek. Mr. Bertrand says that this Is a mis¬ 
take. The oyster has a much finer 11 .vor and la far more nourish¬ 
ing when well masticated. Mr. 8. Ward always masticates. 
” Surely,’’ said he, “no true disciple of Apiclus would swallow an 
oyster as he would a pill I’’ Again, be abjures a fork when eat¬ 
ing oysters. “Those who wish to enjoy this delicious restorative 
lu Its utmost perfection,” Dr. Kitchener says, “must cst It at the 
moment It Is opened, with Its own gravy In the under shell. If 
not eaten absolutely alive. Its flavor and spirit are lost. The 
true lover of an oyster will have some regard for the feelings of 
his little favorite, and contrive to detach the flab from the shell 
so- dexterously that the oyster is hardly conscious be has been 
ejected from bis lodgings unill he feels tbe teeth of bis piscivo¬ 
rous gourmet ticking him to death.” 

Abroad all gourmets give the preference to the Ostend oyster. 
It Is really a native, cleaned and fattened In tbe Ostend beds. 
The gourmet says It Is to the common oyster what a chicken is 
to an old hen. It la a draught of bitter ale to a thirsty palate. 
Tbe only oysters wbich can be brought into competition In the 
same market with those of Ostend, are tbe Wbltsable oysters. 
They are large and more like the American. The oysters of Hol¬ 
stein are said to be very fine and good, but scarce. They are fat, 
while, thick and tender, and have a small beard which distin¬ 
guishes tbem from the Norwegian and Scottish oysters. The Bay 
of Biscay oysters h<ve large heads, like those caught to tbe south 
of Ecgland. Tbe beard, Ike the oyster Itself, Is grass green. 
The flavor, however. Is very fine. French oysters, aside from the 
BIscays, are mainly taken from beds In tbe bays of Cancale and 
8t. Brieox, from Marennes, Havre, Dieppe and Dunkirk. The 
first three are highly esteemed In Paris, as are those in the Bay of 
Biscay In tbe south of France. Dutch oysters are both good and 
dear, and Mediterranean oysters, of which the ancients were so 
food, are truly described as “ little watery, pulpy dabs.” 

American oysters, though pronounced nut so delicate of flavor 
by foreign oyeter savsns, are admitted to be superior to all oth¬ 
ers for cooklug, and there are many, like Lord Roseberry, the 
Earl of Dunraven, and 0. A. Sals, who like our large oysters 
fully as well as tbe best Wbltstable natives. As to which of our 
oysters possesses tbe most delicate flavor,.there Is a variety of' 
opinion. Mr. 8. Ward seems to favor tbe Blue Point. A Fulton 
Market dealer gives tbe palm to those of Norwalk Island, which 
will bo til high flavor In about a fortnight. Tbe Cberrystone, a 
small Virginia oyeter, baa much of the coppery flavor relished In 
Wstend and Engllab natives, but it has been very poor for three 
or four years. For cooklug. Saddle Rocks are superior to all. 
Last year more than 600 barrels of these oysters were sent to 
England, chiefly to noblemen and gentlemen who have visited 
this country. In Prince Albert’s lifetime a barrel was always 
sent to Windsor Castle for Christmas. Peter K. Sweeney finds 
consolation In bis Parisian solitude In barrels of Norwalks sent 
him every season. 

By a convention between France and England, made In 1839, 
the oyster season closes on April 30 and opens on Beptemlmr 1. 
A similar ordinance exists here, but in neither country has It 
been strictly enforced. Indeed, fishermen abroad and at home 
bold strongly to the belief that May and June may be added to 
the closing season with advantage, as oysters, especially deep sea 
oysters, are usually in line condition at that time.—Weis York 
Hwi. 


Salmon Fishing. 

The business of fishing for salmon on the Columbia River Is a 
highly dangerous one. If the fishermen just returned from tbe 
canneries speak tbe truth. Some assert that as many as 350 
fishermen lost their lives this season on the Columbia. Tbe 
lowest estimate Is furnished by William Johnson, who puts the 
number of victims at 300. Ellis has fished for years no tbe 
Columbia. Be has beeu employed at times by the fish commis¬ 
sioners to hatch ont young salmon, and Is regarded as authority 
in piscatorial affaire. He states that tbe last season on the 
Columbia was a most disastrous one to all Interested In It. The 
run of fish commenced several weeks later than usual, and In 
coneequeuce, tho canneries discharged tbe majority of their 
hands. Late In July tbe fish came up from tbe sea In such num¬ 
bers that. In tbe hyperbole of Ellis, “ you could walk across the 
river on ’em. Behevlns, the watber was stiff wid ’em.” 

Over thirty millions pounds of fish were taken from April 1 to 
July 31, when tbe season closed. During tbe season of abund¬ 
ance few lives were lost, as there was no necessity to take any 
risks. FUh could be found In all parts of the stream. It was 
during the early part of the last season, when salmon were scarce, 
that tbe uneasy bar swallowed op Its dally sacrifice. A few 
weeks of warm weather sent tbe snows Into tbe Columbia In 
torrents, and the great river rushed down to tbe ocean swollen 
and turbulent. Orest tracts were Inundated and tbe tides affect¬ 
ed. The latter disturbance of nature was what proved fatal to 
tbe fishermen. They watch tbe tides carefully, for at slackwater 
the fish are easiest caught. Learlug their stations on tbe ebb 
tide they shoot out their huge seiucs, 300 and .350 fathoms In 
length, and drift down tbe river, to be floated back on the flood. 
It Is an Important matter with tbem to know exactly when tbe 
tide shall turn. The U-st fishing ground Is close to tbe bar, and 
they want to Venture no further. This year tbe tide-table was 
not to be relied on. Tbe great body of water thrown by the 


Columbia Into the ocean delayed the floods, so that tbe flsbermen 
were sometimes half an hour and an hour ahead of time. Believ¬ 
ing that they were on tbe last of the ebb they drifted down and 
found themselves close to the bar In a tide rushing out at tbe 
rate of eight knots an hour. To pull their heavy twenty-four 
feet boats against such a current was a feat few of them 
were capable of, and tbe only course open to the ma¬ 
jority was to face death with fortitude. Others perished 
from the desire of gain. Some fishermen having a heavy 
boat would venture out on dangerous waters and return with a 
great catch of fish. Next day others who had tolled for days, 
perhaps, with Indifferent success, would follow the bad example, 
to be beard of no more. Tbe majority of the fishermen are old 
sailors, and, with tbe recklessness of their class, are disposed to 
take desperate chances. A spirit of emulation proved fatal to 
many. Some fisherman, anxious to display his seamanship and 
bravery, would venture out further than was safe. Some other 
aspirant for a small degree of fame along the wharves of Astoria 
would go still further, and so the contest would proceed, until 
several canneries would be minus boats and nets. Tbe majority, 
however, perished through fatal mistakes with regard to the 
tides. The great storm on the ad of May swelled the list of 
casualties to an alarming size. Johnson and Ellis happened to 
be up the stream some distance; McKenna and Baretta were, 
however, close to the bar. The Italian, after a sharp run for his 
life,' escaped to tbe shore, but McKenna was swept over tbe bar. 
Finding himself In the jaws of death, he seized the only chance 
left him, and In bis open boat stood straight out to sea. By this 
means he escaped Immediate death, but nearly died from starva¬ 
tion, as he was three days outside the bar without food. He has 
fished for many years on the Columbia, but, he says, “ I’ve done 
with It; It’s too risky for me.” He asserts that lu that memora¬ 
ble gale sixty men were lost. “The cannery men,’’ be assured 
a Chronicle reporter, “ never report half the men lost. All they 
care for Is to get the boats back, and If they do It’s all right. If 
they don’t, what’s the good of ever talking about Itl It won't 
get tbem the boat,aod It may keep away fishermen next year.” 

The official report of 1878-9 gives the number of boats belong¬ 
ing to the canneries as 800. There are over fourteen hundred 
boats engaged on the Columbia—some say sixteen hundred. 
Many farmers have several boats, and other parties own their 
own craft and supply salmon to the canneries. Of this private 
fleet the cannerlet know little, and are certainly not under any 
obligations to keep a watchful eye on other people’s employes 
wlih a view to furnishing them to the newspapers. The terrors 
of poverty, as well as thoee of tide and storm, hung over the un¬ 
fortunate fishermen this year. Many of tbem were unable to pay 
their board bills. Usually they clear a few hundred dollars to 
fortify them agaln-t the Winter. Tbe price of a fish Is fifty cents, 
of which the cannery retains onc-tbird for supplying the boat and 
net, valued at $025. Tbe thirty-five canneries on tbe Columbia 
River employ about 4,000 Ublnamen In preparing flsh for the 
market. It Is safe to say that, were the work done by white 
hands, there would be hmployment for 3,000 girls and boys label¬ 
ing cans and other light work. The Chinese get $30 a month, 
anil are growing so Independent that they struck several times 
this year for higher wages, aud on different occasions offered 
violence to their employers. They never venture on the river, 
for tbe fishermen are not the class to tamely submit to such com¬ 
petition. Some years ago a few venturous Mongolians joined 
the fleet, but they disappeared tbe same night. Their boats were 
broken to pieces and their nets cut up and scattered on tbe 
beach. The fishermen made no attempt to conceal Ihe fact that 
they had drowned tbe intruders, and the authorities never Inves¬ 
tigated It, The work would have been Idle.—.Son Franelaeo 
Chronicle.

Eoitok CniGAOo FiEt.o:—During recent visits to several of 
our Inland waters, I have made a few discoveries which may be 
of Interest to you, as well as beneficial to your readers. I have 
learned that the alewtvcv, commonly called “ saw bellies,” breed 
In our Inland lakes. I made this discovery while drawing a 
small minnow net, for bait, and drew in the young fry of this 
and last Spring’s hatching. This discovery I consider very valu¬ 
able, as there is no better food for all kinds of flsb, and especially 
salmon trout. I would advise all parties Interested In any Inland 
lake, to procure them, and stock tbelr waters. They arc a more 
valuable food flsh than tbe fresh water herring, or white flsh, 
because they are a Spring-spawning fish, and breed much faster. 
Their spawn la not more than three or four days In batching, 
whereas, the fresh-water herring and white fish cast their spawn 
In the Fall, and are all Winter In batching; and tbe fact of tbelr 
being exposed so much longer reduces the percentage which 
batch, to a very small number, as all kinds of flsb feed on tbem; 
and unless they happen to be cast In a place where they will 
receive the proper circulation, and keep free from sediment, they 
will not batch. 

The alewlfe batches at least one thousand young for every one 
of the fresb-water herring or white fish, and their value as a food 
flsb Is Inestimable. 

In Lake Keuka, the “ saw bellies ” were put In eight years ago, 
and now there Is an abundance of tbem. To show that all kinds 
of flsh feed on them, I have caught, with them for bait, salmon 
trout, black bass, rock bass, perch, pickerel, and bull heads. 

The salmon trout, I have discovered, are found during tbe 
months of April, May and June lu the deep portions of the lake, 
anywhere between tbe top and bottom; In April and May they 
are mostly at the top; during July and August they are rarely 
ever " caught except within a few feet of the bottom.’’ When 
the atmosphere and water begin to cool off In September they 
commence to rise to tbe surface, gradually, and to October and 
November they are found on the shoals, casting their spawn. 
Through the Spring they bite well from sunrise to sunset, and In 
June from sunrise until about noon, and through July and Au¬ 
gust, and first of September, from sunrise until about ten o’clock, 
and about one hour before sunset. 

On a recent trip to one of our Inland lakes, “ saw bellies ” be¬ 
ing very hard to obtain, I was obliged to open every trout taken, 
in 01 dcr to procure bait; tbe trout (as In fact most all fish) swallow 
tbelr food whole, and the “ saw bellies ” taken from tbelr stom¬ 
achs, were not so badly mangled but what I could put tbem on my 
hooks. It was through this means that I learned at what time 
of day tbe trout feed during tbe months of July, August and first 
of September. In tbelr stomachs were found the food which 
bad been tiken for three days. In three different stages of de¬ 
composition. Tbe trout which were caught from daylight until 
seven o'clock bad no fresh food In them, while those caught after 
that time, and until they stopped biting, at about ten o’clock, 
were found to contain from one to four fresh “ saw bellies.” I 
found no young trout In any of tbem, showing that they do not 
feed on tbe young of tbelr own kind. I found In but few food 
which had been taken before sunset the evening previous, which 
shows that they do most all of their feeding In the morning, and 
do not feed at night. __ 8*th Obbek. 

A Monster Pike.—A correspondent sends to Land awd Water 
the following, from an old magazine. The SporUman, of 1839: 
“ About seventeen years since, when visiting the late Marquis of 


Clanriwde, at Portumna Castle, two gentlemen brought to the 
Marquis an Immense pike, which they bad just caught In the 
River Shannon, on tbe banks of which they bad been taking their 
evening walk. Attracted by a noise and splashing of tbe water, 
they dieoovered In a little creek a number of perch driven on 
shore, and a fish which. In pursuit of them, bad so entangled 
himself as to have a great part of Its body out of water. They 
attacked him with an oar,wblch by accident lay on tbe bank, and 
killed IJm. Never having seen any fish of this species so large 
they judged It worth the observation of the msrqula, who 
equally surprised at Its magnitude, bad It weighed, and to their 
astonishment It exceeded the balance at ninety-two pounds. Its 
length was such that, when carried across the oar by tbe two 
gentlemen, who were neither of them short, tbe head and Ull 
touched tbe ground,”

A Day with the Meadow Larks.

I resolved to try the meadow larks. So, donning an old over¬ 
coat and Uking “ Rusty Cuss,” (that Is the name I have given an

I set out. I reached “ Prospect Hill" about eleven o’clock, and 
proceeded to boat along the lee side of an old stone wall. 
Meadow larks are to be found on the lee side of a wall In cold 
weather Soon up started an old bird, which quartered away to 
the left; when about twenty-three yards off I fired; he dropped 
like a stone. Upon picking him up 1 found him .killed very 
neatly, one could not find even a leather rutiled or out of place. 
After depositing him carefully In my game bag, I proceeded to 
re load, when, imagine my dismay, at finding my powder horn 
was lost. Here was a pretty pickle for a sporUman to be In. 

four miles from home, plenty of game, and no powder; but to 
make matters worse It now began to rain. There was but one 
alternative, and that was to return home. Leaping the stone 
wall I set out on my wet, homeward march. I had not proceeded 
farther than eight hundred feet, when, 01 joy of joys, there lay 
my powder horn, right at my feet. It Is needless to chro®*''® 
the expressions of joy which escaped my Ups at the sight, It Is 
enough to say, I was In the seventh heaven of delight. 

After reloading I retraced my steps to the place where I killed 
the first “ Isrk,” and again commenced to beat along the wall.

In one 
day, forty-nine woodcocks out of fifty-two shots. I regret to 
say that. In my opinion, although the gentleman la a good shot, 
he la certainly not a true sportsman; a true sportsman should 
have been satisfied with twelve to twenty woodcocks, and espec¬ 
ially this year when these birds are not abundant. 

The greatest poacher and pot-hunter. In ray opinion. Is the 
sportsman who has no moderation In shooting, and who shoots 
to make a big bag. 

When American sportsmen find that their game has nearly dis¬ 
appeared from their country, then they will regret the big bags 
and their consequences. 

I shall sail for America In October, to be present at the field 
trials of the National American Kennel Club In the third week of 
November at Vincennes, and hope to have the pleasure of making 
your personal acquaintance. 

Migratory quails have been very abundant this year In Pied¬ 
mont, but the continuous rains and storms have obliged them to 
move to the hills and mountains, and In the low lands you can 
now hardly find one.

Professor Mayer’s Experiments. 

Des Moines, Iowa. 

Editor Chiuaoo Field: —I find In the Chioaoo Field, Sept. 
18 p. 80, an Interesting synopsis of an article by Prof. Mayer on 
the velocity of shot. YeT I cannot see the correctnesi of the 
tables, as given. In all respects, and suspect that error may have 
crept Into It. For example, take results of No. 10 Coll gun, 
Curtis & Harvey powder, li oz. No. 8 shot ;

The trouble with me Is to see how these velocities can be 
reconciled with any philosophical theory of the velocity of Pt®- 
Jectlles, or system of gunnery. Can It be possible that a No. 8 
shot, moving at the rate of 995 feet per second, at 30 yards from 
the muzzle of the gun, will be passed by Its exact mate having 
only a velocity of 930 feet, at the same distance from the Initial 
oolntl In other words, will four drams of powder give a charge 
of shot greater velocity at 30 yards than Is obtained by five 
drams at the same distance, as Indicated by the comparison ot 
the tables? We think not; hence the suspicion ot error. Who 
will explain I Eland.

An Eplcnre Analyzing the Animal and Intellectual 
Properties of the Oyster. 

Pliny tells us that the first person who made artificial oyster 
beds was Sergius Grata. He planted them at Bal®, In the time of 
L. Oraseus, the orator. Just before the Marsic war. He did so, 
not for the gratification of gluttony, but for avarice, and he re¬ 
ceived a large Income through the exercise of his Ingenuity. He 
was the first to discover the delicacy of flavor that distinguished 
the oyster of Lake Lucrinus from all others, as his classic de¬ 
scendant, Mr. Samuel Ward, waa the first to give the premium to 
the Blue Point. The British shores had not, as yet, sent their 
supplies to Rome. At a later period, however, oysters were 
brought to Rome all the way from Brundlslum, at the very ex¬ 
tremity of Italy; and In order that no rivalry might exist between 
the two flavors, the oysters of Brundlslum were fed In Lake Lu¬ 
crinus, Just as our Virginia oysters are fed on the Long Island 
beds, and slightly spiritualized before reaching New York. 

Pliny, quoting from Muclanue, who appears to have been a 
sort of Frank Buckland In his day, says that the oyster loves 
fresh water and spots where numerous rivers discharge them¬ 
selves Into the sea. The bivalve usually Increases In size with 
the Increase of the moon. At the beginning of the Summer, 
when the rays of the sun penetrate the shallow water, they are 
swollen with milk. In every country, compact oysters, with¬ 
out slimy secretions, sre the most esteemed. They should never 
be taken from muddy or sandy spots, but from a firm, hard botr 
tom. The meat should be short In fiber and not fleshy; neither 
should It be overloaded with fringe. It should be wholly In the 
cavity of the shell. Connoisseurs say that a floe purple thread 
should run around the beard, this being regarded as a sign of su¬ 
perior quality. These threads were called by the Romans ‘ Cul- 
llblepbara," or the oysters with the beautiful eyebrows. 

The ancients, like ourselves, were In the habit of taking a few 
oysters as a prelude to dinner, and the morsels were favorites at 
supper. In his Fourth Satire, Juvenal Says tjiat the Venus Ebrio 
supped on large oysters and strong Falernlan wine. The Romans 
were also In the habit of sending presents of oysters to their 
friends. After his recent visit to England, Mr. 8. Ward, like a 
true classic gentleman, sent a barrel of Blue Points to the Beef¬ 
steak Club. ’ ... 

In all countries there are records of the excessive fondness of 
great men for oysters. Cervantes was an oyster lover. The 
author of “ rhe Harvest of the Sea " says that Louis XL, care¬ 
ful lest scholarship should become deficient In France, feasted 


the learned doctor* of the Barbonne once a year on oysters. 
Another Louts Invested his cook with an order of nobility as a 
reward for his oyster cookery. Voltaire and Rousseau were both 
lover* of the oyster, and Turgot used to eat a hundred oysters to 
whet his a; petite for breakfast. The encyclopiedlsta were par¬ 
ticularly fond ol oysters. Helvetlus, Diderot, the Abbe Roynal 
and otbera were conflrined oyetor oatera. Before the revolution 
violent polltlclauB were conaUnt patronlrera of the oys¬ 

ter aaloone. Danton, Robespierre and others were fond of oys¬ 
ters. Tbe great Napoleon used to parUke of the great blvalvo 
on the eve of a great battle. Even at this day the coosuiuptlou 
of oysters la Faria la ouormoua. According to recent atMletlca, 
the number eaten there la over a mlUion a day. Grtibetts 
laid In a aupper of oysters before hla recent great speech. 

Among English celebrities Pope snd Swift were oyster eaters. 
Thomson, who knew all good things, knew how good a thing 
are oyater*. The learned Dr. Richard BenUey could never pass 
an oyster shop without Investing. Mr. Gladstone, when Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer In 1855, always bad a tray of Ostends and 
some tbln slices of brown bread and butter brought to him at 
midday to refresh bim In hla labor. He doubtles continues this 
wholesome practice to the present day. But his rival, Disraeli, 
has always had, like Seneca among the ancients, an Israelltlsh 
horror of the mud-fattened creature. Though oysters and mol- 
luaks were not disallowed as food for tbe ancient Jews by any 
preclae definition of tbe Levltlcal law, they are regarded as abom 
Inable. The Scottish philosophers of tbe last century—Hume, 
Dugald Stewart and others—frequently ste the bivalves. “ Oys¬ 
ter ploys,” as they were called, were held In the quaint and dingy 
taverns of the old town of Edinburgh. These Edinburgh oyster 
taverns of the old time were on the cellar floor, and In the long 
Winter evenlnga carriages rolled up and set down fashionable 
ladles to partake of oysters and porter, plenteously, but rather 
rudely served. Who thst has heard of Christopher North and 
the “ Noctes Ambroslana” needs to be told the effect of oysters 
upon the Intellect of Edinburgh of the modern time? Whst 
native or visitor of “ dear, dirty Dublin," has not turned In to 
Burton Blndon’s for oysters? What child of old Trinity who does 
not remember the nightly cry through her equarea of Fine 
Poldoody oysters; none of your Westport trash?" In the daysol 
the old Parliament In College Green, there was a noted ojater 
shop ne&r by, In ft court off Dftmc street, ftt which Grftttfto, Flood, 
Clare and Caatlereagb alike found a delightful commou ground 
on which to gather strength and refreshment. O’Connell had an 
oyater bed close by Derrynane, and always partook of a few bi¬ 
valves before Inditing a patriotic eplsUe to “ Dear Ray." 

Of Americana, Webster was passionately fond of oyalers. 
Charles O’Connor has a similar passion. Our Judges were and 
sre all patronlzers of this delightful delicacy. Chief Justice 
Daly’s most luminous charges have been almost Invariably aided 
by a preliminary enjoyment ot a score of Shrewsburys, and Chief 
Justice Shea and the Judges of the Marine Court are, of course, 
legitimately attached to this child of the sea. General Scott waa 
a freiiuentor of Fulton Market, Grant has puffed his cigar within 
Its wooden wall*, and Hancock often crosses Its threshold. 

It was the opinion of Galen that oysters were a sort of hybrid 
prmlucllon, between animals and plants. But M. Coate, a groat 
oyster authority, a member of the French Institute, sent to ex¬ 
plore the coasts of France, says In reports published by the order 
of tbe late Emperor of the French, that the oyater, though with¬ 
out bead and brain, baa a mouth, atomach and Intestinal duct. 

If an oyater be carefully opened without Injuring bis structure 
and examined In a shallow trough of water, the mouth may 
readily be seen. It Is situated near the hinge of the shell, and la 
concealed by the folds of the mantle and two pairs of labial 
laminated tontaclea. The month Is a simple tranJverse orifice 
without teeth or any triturating organ, and leads almost directly 
to the etomach, the sides of which are perforated by the large 
hepatic ducts coming from the liver. In the center of which the 
stomach Is imbedded. Tbe liver Is of a green color, and consists 
of a number of small follicles. The biliary secretions are poured 
Into the stomach through tbe perforation*. The intestine, after 
certain clrcumvolutlona round the other viscera, terminates in an 
opening on the side of the shell opposite tbe mouth. The hard, 
muscular mass of white substance which Is severed by an oyster 
knife, IB the adductor muscle, by means of which the animal Is 
enabled to open and shut the valves. Careful dissection of thla 
substance will reveal a doubje membranous organ, seml-trlangu- 
lar In form, and of a light yellow, about tbe size of two smsll 
peas. Thla Is the oyster’s heart. It pulsates slowly, and some¬ 
what Irregularly. This double organ constats of an auricle and a 
ventricle. The contractions of the ventricle send the blood 
through the oyster’s entire system. After oxygenation In the 
bronchial vessels It returns again Into the auricle, and thence 
Into the ventricle, to be again propelled through the system. 
This bronchial apparatus Includes two pairs of membranous 
plate*, beautifully striated, and floaUng within tbe cavity of the 
shell when the oyster Is In Its native waters. If a small portion 
be placed on glass with a little salt water, and be viewed under a 
300-power microscope, a beautiful spectacle will be presented. 
Thousands of tiny cilia laah tbe water Incessantly, causing fresh 
currents of water to aerate the blood, which flows through the 
bronchial vessels. This is the portion of the oyster commonly 
called the beard or the gills. 

It has long been a matter of dispute whether the oyster Is ot 
separate sexes. Some naturalists assert that there are male and 
female bivalves, but M. Costo states that the hermaphrodite 
nature of the oyater is clear. At the proper season of tbe year 
ova and milt may be seen In the same oyster. The bivalves 
spawn, but they do not abandon their eggs. They Incubate them 
within the folds of the mantle, between the bronchial lamina, 
where they remain Immersed In tbe mucou* matter necessary to 
their evolution, and within which embryonic development Is ac¬ 
complished. Thusunlted, the mass formed by these eggs resembles 
thick cream in color and consistency. Hence, oysters whow 
mantle contains spawns are called “ milky oysters.’’ But the 
whitish tint characteristic of recently-laid eggs takes a shade of 
light yellow as the evolution proceeds, then a darker yellow, and 
ends by degenerating Into a biownleh gray, or Into a decided 
violet gray. The maas at the same time loses Its fluidity In con 
sequence of the gradual absorption of the mucous substance sur¬ 
rounding tbe eggs. It becomes compact. Thla abowa that the 
dGYclopment Is Urftwlng neftr Ite completion, ftnd tb&t tbe expu 
Sion of the embryos and their Independent existence Is at hand. 
Already they are able to live without the protection afforded by 
the maternal organs. The young hatched In the mantle leave 
tbe shell. They are provided with a transitory swimming appa¬ 
ratus, which enables them to scatter far and near, and to go I" 
search of some solid body to which they may attach themtelvw- 
This apparatus la formed by a kind of ciliated pad, provided witn 
powerful muacles, by the aid of which the animal can at will 
protrude It from Its valves, 'and again reclaim It. When too 
young oyater pins Itself to a solid subatance, this pad hencefoitn 
uselesa, falls off, or, what Is more ueual, grows smaller and disap¬ 
pears by degrees. , 

The number of young oystore thus expelled at each emtwio’’ 
from the mantle of a single mother, cannot be less than froi" 
one to two million*. When an oyster bank gives birth to iw 
offspring, the baby oyster* fleet awsy In a thick cloud, and a 
acatterad by the motion of the water. If they do not meet wit 
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MmethlDg solid od which to fix themselves, their death Is cer- 
tslD. Those which do not become s prey to 6sh that feed on In¬ 
fusoria, end by falling into a medium nnsuitable to their ulterior 
development, and ire often swallowed by the mud. 

Among the nnmberless happy creatures which crowd our world, 
the oyster does not play an obtrusive part. Tet the performance 
of every function with which the Creator has endowed It brings 
with It much pleasure and happiness. In the gentle agitation of 
the water In Its varied temperature, In the work of capturing Its 
prey, In the Imbibition and expulsion of the fluid necessary to 
respiration, It flnds both employment and amusement, and In due 
season the love said to Inflame those who eat them, visits even 
their phlegmatic bodies. 

Every one la familiar with the ssylng that oysters ought only 
to be eaten In months with an “r." It Is supposed that they are 
unwholesome at other times. This opinion was held by oyster 
esters In the middle ages. As a general rule, oysters are not In 
perfection between the months of May and August, though the 
Impatience of the public has claimed the last-named month as an 
oyster month, and the first of September still begins the season 
abroad. It la certain that there Is much difference among oysters 
as to the time of spawning and consequent fltness for food. The 
largo oysters hawked about In the west of Ireland, we know, and 
In the west of England, we believe, are In excellent condition In 
the month of May. As to the wholeaomeness of raw oysters In 
season there Is hardly any difference of opinion, although we do 
not believe In the .marvelous medicinal effects sometimes 
ascribed to them. They are certainly among the best and earliest 
nourtshers after IllnesB. Dr. Tanner ate them "with avidity after 
his fast. Dr. Leroy, a celebrated Paris physician, was In the 
habit of swallowing every morning before breakfast, two dozen 
oysters. He showed the shells to bis friends, saying: Behold 

the fountain of youthful strength.” 

Oysters before breakfast arc not strictly e» reglt, but Delmonico 
has served them with pleasing results. Most persons swallow or 
bolt the dainty mullusk. .Mr. Bertrand says that this Is a mis¬ 
take. The oyster hoe a much finer II .vorand Is far more nourish¬ 
ing when well masticated. Mr. B. Ward always masticates. 
“ Surely,” said he, "no true disciple of Apiclus would swallow an 
oyster as he would a pill I” Again, he abjures a fork when eat¬ 
ing oysters. "Those who wish to enjoy this delicious restorative 
In Its utmost perfection,” Dr. Kitchener says, “must eat It at the 
moment It Is opened, with Its own gravy In the under shell. If 
not eaten absolutely alive. Its flavor and spirit are lost. The 
true lover of an oyster will have some regard for the feelings of 
his little favorite, and contrive to detach the fish from the shell 
so dexterously that the oyster Is hardly conscious he has been 
ejected from his lodgings until be feels the teeth of his piscivo¬ 
rous gourmet ticking him to death.” 

Abroad all gourmets give the preference to the Ostend oyster. 
It Is really a native, cleaned and fattened In the Ostend beds. 
The gourmet says It Is to the common oyster what a chicken Is 
to an old ben. It Is a draught of bitter ale to a thirsty palate. 
The only oysters which can be brought Into competition In the 
same market with those of Ostend, are the Wbitsable oysters. 
They are large and more like the American. The oysters of Uol- 
steln are said to be very fine and good, but scarce. They are fat, 
white, thick and tender, and have a small beard which distin¬ 
guishes them from the Norwegian and Scottish oysters. The Bay 
of Biscay oysters h,ve largo heads, like those caught In the south 
of England. The beard, Ike the oyster Itself, Is grass green. 
The flavor, however. Is very line. French oysters, aside from the 
Biscays, are mainly taken from beds In the bays of Cancale and 
Bt. Brleux, from Marennes, Havre, Dieppe and Dunkirk. The 
first three are highly esteemed In Paris, as are those In the Bay of 
Biscay in the south of France. Dutch oysters are both good and 
dear, and Mediterranean oysters, of which the ancients were so 
fond, are truly described as " little watery, pulpy dabs.” 

American oysters, though pronounced not so delicate of flavor 
by foreign oyster savsos, are admitted to be superior to all oth¬ 
ers for cooking, and there are many, like Lord Roseberry, the 
Earl of Dunraven, and Q. A. Bala, who like our large oysters 
fully as well as the best Whltstable natives. As to which of our 
oysters possesses the most delicate flavor,.there Is a variety of’ 
opinion. Mr. S. Ward seems to favor the Blue Point. A Fulton 
Market dealer gives the palm to those of Norwalk Island, which 
will be in high flavor In about a fortnight. The Cherrystone, a 
small Virginia oyster, has much of the coppery flavor relished In 
tistend and English natives, but It has been very poor for three 
or four years. For cooking. Saddle Rocks are superior to all. 
Last year more than 600 barrels of these oysters were sent to 
England, chiefly to noblemen and gentlemen who have visited 
this conotry. In Prince Albert’s lifetime a barrel was always 
sent to Windsor Castle for Christmas. Peter 11. Sweeney finds 
consolation In his Parisian solitude In barrels of Norwalks sent 
him every season. 

By a convention between France and England, made In 1830, 
the oyster season closes on April SO and opens on September 1. 
A similar ordinance exists here, but In neither country has It 
been strictly enforced. Indeed, flsbermen abroad and at home 
hold strongly to the belief tbst May and June may be added to 
the closing season with advantage, as oysters, especially deep sea 
oysters, are lunally In fine condition at that time .—Nca York 
Sun. 


Salmon Fiahlng. 

The business of fishing for salmon on the Columbia River Is a 
highly dangerous one. If the fishermen just returned from the 
canneries speak the truth. Some assert that as many as 350 
flsbermen lost their lives this season on the Columbia. The 
lowest estimate Is furnished by William Johnson, who puts the 
number of victims at 300. Ellis has fished for years on the 
Columbia. He has been employed at times by the flsb commis¬ 
sioners to batch out young salmon, and Is regarded as authority 
in piscatorial affairs. He states that the last season on the 
Columbia was a most disastrous one to all Interested In It. The 
run of fish commenced several weeks later than usual, and In 
consequence, the canneries discharged the majority of their 
hands. Late In July the fish came op from the sea In such num¬ 
bers that. In the hyperbole of Ellis, " yon could walk across the 
river on ’em. Behevlns, the watber was stiff wid ’em.” 

Over thirty millions pounds of fish were taken from April 1 to 
July 31, when the season closed. During the season of abund¬ 
ance few lives were lost, as there waa no necessity to take any 
risks. Fish could be found in all parts of the stream. It was 
during the early part of the last season, when salmon were scarce, 
that the uneasy bar swallowed up Its dally sacrifice. A few 
weeks of warm weather sent the snows Into the Columbia In 
torrents, and the great river rusbed down to the ocean swollen 
and turbulent. Great tracts were Inundated and the tides affect¬ 
ed. Tbe latter disturbance of nature waa what proved fatal to 
the fishermen. They watch tbe tides carefnlly, for at elackwater 
the fish are easiest caught. Leaving their stations on tbe ebb 
tide they shoot out their huge seluea, 300 and 360 fathoms In 
length, and drift down tbe river, to be floated back on the flood. 
It Is an Important matter with them to know exactly when tbe 
tide shall turn. The licst fishing ground Is close to tbe bar, and 
they want to venture no further. This year the tide-table was 
not to be relied on. The great body of water thrown by the 


Columbia Into the ocean delayed the floods, so that tbe fishermen 
were sometimes half an hour and an hour ahead of time. Believ¬ 
ing that they were on tbe last of tbe ebb they drifted down and 
found themselves close lo tbe bar In a tide rushing out at the 
rate of eight knots an hour. To pull their heavy twenty-four 
feet boats against such a current was a feat few of them 
were capable of, and the only course open to tbe ma¬ 
jority was to face death with fortitude. Others perished 
from the desire of gain. Some fishermen having a heavy 
boat would venture out on dangerous waters and return with a 
great catch of flah. Next day others who had tolled for days, 
perhaps, with Indifferent success, would follow the bad example, 
to be heard of no more. The majority of the flsbermen are old 
sailors, and, with tbe recklessness of their class, are disposed to 
take desperate chances. A spirit of emulation proved fatal to 
many. Some fisherman, anxious to display his seamanship and 
bravery, would venture out further than was safe. Some other 
aspirant for a small degree of fame along tbe wharves of Astoria 
would go still further, and so the contest would proceed, until 
several canneries would be minus boats and nets. The majority, 
however, perished through fatal mistakes with regard to the 
tides. The great storm on the 3d of May swelled the list of 
casualties to an alarming size. Johnson and Ellis happened to 
be np the stream some distance; McKenna and Baretta were, 
however, close to tbe bar. Tbe Italian, after a sharp run tor his 
life,' escaped to the shore, but McKenna was swept over tbe bar. 
Finding himself In the jaws of death, he seized tbe only chance 
left him, and In bis open boat stood straight out to sea. By this 
means he escaped Immediate death, but nearly died from starva¬ 
tion, as he was three days outside tbe bar without food. He has 
fished for many years on the Columbia, but, he says, ’’ I’ve done 
with It; It’s too risky for me.” He asserts that in that memora¬ 
ble gale sixty men were lost. “ The cannery men,’’ be assured 
a Cltrouiole reporter, “ never report half the men lost. AH they 
care for Is to get the boats back, and If they do It's all right. If 
they don’t, what’s the good of ever talking about Itl It won’t 
get them the boat,and it may keep sway Hsbermen next year.” 

The official report of 1878-9 gives the number of boats belong¬ 
ing to the canneries as 800. There are over fourteen hundred 
boats engaged on the Columbia—some say sixteen hundred. 
Many farmers have several boats, and other parties own their 
own craft and supply salmon to tbe canneries. Of this private 
fleet the canneriet know little, and are certainly not under any 
obligations to keep a watchful eye on other people’s employes 
with a view to furnishing them to the newspapers. The terrors 
of poverty, as well as those of tide and storm, bung over tbe un¬ 
fortunate flsbermen this year. Many of them were unable to pay 
their board bills. Usually they clear a few hundred dollars to 
fortify them agaln-t the Winter. The price of a fish la fifty cents, 
of which tbe cannery retains onr-tblrd for supplying the boat and 
net, valued at $635. The thirty-live canneries on the Columbia 
River employ about 4,000 Chinamen In preparing fish for the 
market. It is safe to say that, were the work done by white 
bands, there would be bmployment for 3,000 girls and boys label¬ 
ing cans and other light work. The Chinese get $30 a month, 
and are growing so Independent that they struck several times 
this year for higher wages, and on different occaaloos offered 
violence to their employers. They never venture on the river, 
for tbe fishermen are not the class to tamely submit to such com¬ 
petition. Some years ago a few venturous Mongolians joined 
the fleet, but they disappeared the same night. Their boats were 
broken to pieces and their nets cut up and scattered on tbe 
beach. The fishermen made no attempt to conceal tbe fact that 
they bad drowned tbe intruders, and the authorities never Inves¬ 
tigated It. The work would have been Idle.—A’aw Francisco 
ChroHielc. 


ScHi Green’s Discoveries. 

RocnasTEK, N. Y. 

Editok CiiicAiio Field During recent visits to several of 
our Inland waters, I have made a few discoveries which may be 
of Interest to you, as well as beneflclal to your readers. I have 
learned that the alewives, commonly called “ saw bellies,’’ breed 
In our Inland lakes. I made this discovery while drawing a 
small minnow net, for bait, and drew In the young fry of this 
and last Spring’s hatching. This discovery I consider very valu¬ 
able, as there Is no better food for all kinds of flsb, and especially 
salmon trout. 1 would advise all parties Interested In any Inland 
lake, to procure them, and stock their waters. They arc a more 
valuable food fish than tbe fresh water herring, or white fish, 
because they are a Spring-spawning flsb, and breed much faster. 
Their spawn is not more than three or four days in batching, 
whereas, the fresh-water herring and white flsb cast their spawn 
In tbe Fall, and are all Winter In batching; and tbe fact of their 
being exposed so much longer reduces the percentage which 
hatch, to a very small number, as all kinds of fish feed on them; 
and unless they happen to be cast In a place where they will 
receive the proper circulation, and keep free from sediment, they 
will not hatch. 

The alewlfe hatches at least one thousand young for every one 
of the fresh-water herring or white flsb, and their value as a food 
fish Is Inestimable. 

In Lake Keuka, the "saw bellies” were put In eight years ago, 
and now there Is an abundance of them. To show that all kinds 
of fish feed on them, I have caught, with them for bait, salmon 
trout, black bass, rock baas, perch, pickerel, and boll beads. 

The salmon trout, I have discovered, are found during the 
months of April, May and June In the deep portions of the lake, 
anywhere between tbe top and bottom; in April and May they 
are mostly at the top; during July and August they are rarely 
over " caught except within a few feet of tbe bottom.” When 
the atmosphere and wafer begin to cool off in September they 
commence to rise to tbe surface, gradually, and in October and 
November they are found on the shoals, casting their spawn. 
Through the Spring they bite well from sunrise to sunset, and In 
June from sunrise until about noon, and through July and Au¬ 
gust, and first of September, from sunrise until about ten o'clock, 
and about one hour before Buoset. 

On a recent trip to one of our inland lakes, “ saw bellies ” be¬ 
ing very bard to obtain, I waa obliged to open every trout taken. 
In Older to procure bait; tbe trout (as in fact most all fish) atullow 
their food whole, and the “ saw bellies ” taken from their stom¬ 
achs, were not so badly mangled but what I could put them on my 
books. It was through this means that I learned at what time 
of day the trout feed during the months of July, August and first 
of September. In their stomachs were found the food which 
bad been taken for three days. In three different stages of de¬ 
composition. Tbe trout which were caught from daylight until 
seven o’clock had no fresh food In them, while those caught after 
that time, and until they stopped biting, at about ten o’clock, 
were found to contain from one to four fresh “saw bellies.” I 
found no young trout In any of them, showing that they do not 
feed on tbe young of their own kind. I found In but few food 
which had been taken before sunset the evening previous, which 
shows that they do most all of their feeding In the morning, and 
do not feed at night. _ Seth Green. 

A Mon.‘;ter Pike. —A correspondent srn'Is to Land and Wairr 
the following, from an old magaziue, Tke SporUman, of 1839: 
“ About seventeen years since, when visiting the late Marqula of 


Clanricarde, at Portumna Castle, two gentlemen brought to the 
Marqula an Immense pike, which they had just caught In the 
River Shannon, on tbe banka of which they had been taking their 
evening walk. Attracted by a noise and splashing of the water, 
they discovered lo a little creek a number of porch driven on 
shore, and a fish which. In pursuit of them, had so eoUngled 
himself as to have a great part of Its body out of water. They 
attacked him with an oar,whlch by accident lay on the bank, and 
killed him. Never having seen any flsb of this species ao large 
they judged It worth the observation of the marqula, who 
equally surprised at Its magnitude, had It weighed, and to their 
astonishment It exceeded the balance at ninety-two pounds. Iis 
length was such that, when carried across the oar by tbe two 
gentlemen, who were neither of them short, the head and tall 
touched the ground.*’

near Newburgh, N. Y., were killed in a singular manner tbe other 
day. A freight train stopped to do some switching, and among 
the cars In the train waa one containing carboys of acid. Nine 
of the carboys became broken, and the car conUlnIng them hap¬ 
pened to be stopped directly over a drain connecting with the 
creek. In the morning several hundred dead flsb and frogs were 
to be seen floating on the surface of the water In the creek. 
Their death was undoubtedly caused by the add that bad dripped 
from the standing car, and found its way to the creek through 
the drain. ®
